Our cover- 
man, Paul Okon of Marconi is leading the exciting new talent com- 
ing through the junior ranks. 


For a teenager, Paul 
Okon is a model of ma- 
turity. Cool, calm and 
collected - except when 
he scores a goal, that is! 

For a player rated by many 
as the likely star of the next na- 
tional youth team, o player 
who represents the new breed 
of Australian soccer in every 
sense, it was refreshing to learn 
that underneath the unruffled 
exterior, Okon remains a 
teenager at heart, Or at least 
that js the way it looked when 
he scorad his first NSL goal for 
Marconi Fairfield late in the 
$eason. 

1 was late in the second 
half of the local derby against 
Sydney Croatia, and after a 
rather innocuous first 45 min- 
utes, Oken was making an in: 
creasing impact in his role on 
the right side of Marconi's 


much vaunted midfield. With 
20 minutes of a rather listless 
match to go, Oken received 
the ball on the grandstand 
touchline and moved infield. 
Protecting the bal! from two 
would-be tacklers like a mother 
protects her young, he slipped 
the ball to teammate Tom Mc 
Cullech before accelerating to 
receive the return in sight of the 
Sydney Croatia goal. 

The pass from McCulloch 
was a perfect one, the sort of 
slide-rule delivery which can tip 
any defence apart, and when 
Oken received the return ball, 
he was already inside the 
pee area with only goal- 

eeper Anthony Franken to 
beal, 

A shimmy, a swerve to the 
left, and Franken was left 
grasping at cir as Okon went 
anaes final challenge be- 
fore sliding the ball into the 


emply net. 


It was then that the festivi- 
ties began, 

With the Bossley Park faith- 
ful now in full voice, Okon 
dashed towards the hill and 
went down on his knees, both 
hands raised in the air, his 
teammates piled on top. When 
he eventually escaped from the 
bottom of the crush, Okon kept 
punching his fist skyward, a 
prolonged celebration of a mo- 
ment which was a clearly mem- 
orable one of his young career, 

With his face alight, his 
smile broad, and his eyes 
sparkling with delight, Oken 
was a kid again, he was act 
ing his age. 


It was, however, a 
glimpse which was nev- 
er likely to last for long. 

For although Okon has only 
just turned 18, he is on a path 
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to stardom which has been 
mapped every step of the way, 
There is no time to get carried 
away, for his is“a precocious 
talent on steady shoulders, and 
soccer, if you wish to make a 
living from it, can be a very se- 
tlous business indeed, 

That Okon would succeed 
at a comparatively early age 
was never really in doubt. Te: 
gether with his brother Klaus, 
who spent this season on loan 
to Apia Leichhardt, Oken has 
been tutored diligenily by his 
father Klaus snr, from the mo- 
ment he first kicked a ball. The 
move info Marconi juniors from 
the age of 10 simply improved 
his education and with so 
many natural assets - speed, 
skill and a level head - his 
progress was beth exceptional 
and swift.

In 1988, when he was still 
‘a member of the Marconi youth 
team, Okon spent four weeks 
al leading Belgian club Ander 
lecht - a visit arranged by for 
mer Mareont striker Eddie 
Kincevic - and gained a timely 
insigh! into what is required to 
make the transition to fulllime 
football. 

"l was training with the 
second team so there were a 
lot of experienced pros in- 
volved," he said, ') was really 
only over there to train, | was- 
n't trialling or anything, so 1 
wasn't expecting any offers 
from the club, It was @ fantas- 
tic experience for me. | 
learned @ lot. Going to Eu- 
rope eventually is one of my 
ambitions,” 


Despite his prodigious 
talents, however, Okon 
has yet to be seen in a 
green and gold jersey. 

His April birthdate placed 
him in an awkward category 
for representation at Under | 6s 
level, even though his ability 
would surely have put him In 
contention for the team which 
contested the 1987 warld tiles 
in Canada, 

"| had just turned 15, and 
there were a few of us who 
missed out because we were 
foo young," he said. ‘| missed 
out on the next one {in Scot 
land) because | was too old, 
so { guess | didn't have much 
luck.” 


Yet all good things come to 
these who wait, and while 
Okon's international career was 
temporarily in abeyance, his 
development placed him in the 
frame for the first team squad at 
Marconi, unquestionably the 
strongest club side in the coun: 
try. After training with the first 
graders for most of last year, 
Okon sat down with coach 
Bertie Mariani during the last 
offseason to discuss his imme 
diate future. 

"Bertie told me | was in his 
plans, but really that getting a 
first grade game would be 
more of a bonus," Okon said. 
"| was prepared fo be patient.” 

Okon did not have to wait 
for long, On Marceni’s presea- 
son tour of Czechoslovakia he 
played in every match, and 
with regular sweeper Robbie 
Wheatley injured for the open 
ing game of the NSL season 
against Sydney Olympic, Okon 
found himself making his first 
grade debut before almost 
8000 fans on a warm spring 
evening at Bossley Park. It was 
an immaculate performance 
from the young teenager, a dis- 
play of composure in a difficult 
position which had hardheads 
like John Kosmina and Eddie 
thomson struggling for superla- 


tives. 


The story since has 
been one of almost unin- 
terrupted success. Okon 
has been played in both 
defence and in midfield, 
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but most importantly he 
has remained in the 
side, 

While such experienced 
campaigners as David Lowa 
and Gerry Gomez have spent 
time warming the bench, this 
outstanding teenager has be- 
come a regular in a side which 
has every chance of claiming a 
third grand final. And in recog: 
nition of his value to the club, 
Okon earlier this year became 
the first apprentice employed 
by Marconi, his dream of be: 
coming a fulltime footballer 
achieved not in Europe but 
here in Australia 

For many reasons, not least 
the fact that his career has tak: 
en off at such a young age, 
Okon is happy to see out the 
three years of his apprentice: 
ship. In that time he hopes to 
become an established first 
grader, although he concedes 
in a squad as competitive as 
Marceni's that will be no easy 
task - and perhaps even 
progress to the Socceroo 
squad 


Internationally, there are 
other ambitions in the mean- 
time. Firstly he hopes to make 
the national youth team which 
will contest the Oceania train: 
ing camps at the AIS. That 
seems a certain possibility. 

Then he would like to be 
selected for the tour of Europe 
by the Olympic (Under 23) 
team in the September, an amr 
bition he considers realistic, 
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even though he will be almost 
three years younger than most 
other players in the squad, 

"Rather than my age, | 
think the fact that I'm playing 
first grade for Marconi is the 
most important point," he said, 

Indeed there seems no limit 
to what Okon can achieve 
That in itself, however, is a dan 
ger. Australian soccer history is 
littered with examples of excep- 
tional teenagers failing to make 
the grade, perhaps overbur 
dened with the weight of public 
expectation, Mark Koussas and 
lan Hunter are hwo such players 
whe spring to mind, So great is 
the praise for Okon and so 
widespread is the admiration 
that it is not hard to imagine 
him falling info the same trap. 

I will really be up to his 
handlers, namely his father and 
his coach Mariani, lo ensure he 
is not overcome with his own 
publicity, 

Yet i! will be Okon himself 
who eventually decides 
whether the riches his career of

While there are no statistics to 
canlitm the remarkable {ale, i is be- 
lieved thal Campbell is the only ex 
FIFA whisller in he world fo have 
bridged the amazing Iransition from 
referee lo successful senior coach, 

likable Campbell olficicled in 
the middle for the las! time on 
September 23, 1989, when he ref 
ereed the Premier Cup final be- 
tween Adelaide Hellas and USC 
lion. 

Thal tinal, won 5-1 by Hellas, 
provided an emotional farewell for 
Campbell as il brought the curtain 
down on an illusirious 25 year ca: 
reer of refereeing at the top level 

When he was forced to hang 
up his whistle on teaching Ihe com: 
pulsary retirement age of 50 on 
November 20, Campbell had the 
distinclion of being the world's 
longest serving FIFA 1eleree. 

Just two menths after that nostal 
gic occasion, Campbell accepted 
the demanding task of coaching 
Foundation SA State league club 
Adelaide Croatia, 

The appointment came as no. 
surptise because Campbell had 
publicly expressed a desire to 
coach al senior level. 

During his refereeing days, 
Campbell had dabbled successfully 
in junior coaching being careful not 
fo wander beyond the 16 year old 
calegory because referees are not 
allowed to be affiliated with club 
Jeams beyond that gioup. 

Among the players to have 
benefitted fom Campbell's encour 


agement aie Tony Dorigo and Tom- 
my Caton, both of whom are now 
playing in the UK and current Quit 
National league stars Steve 
Maxwell, Sergio Melia and Bren- 
ton Hiern, 

As Campbell settled into his 
new role as Adelaide Croatia 
coach, his past cough! up with him 
as he was awarded the Order of 
Australia Medal for services to soc- 
cet foolball, 

That Australia Day honor was 
befitingly bestowed on Campbell 
for his oulsianding FIFA record and 
his marvellous achievement in be- 
ing honored as NSL Referee of the 
Year for three successive seasons in 
1985, 86, ond 87 

This was 0 tough act to follow 
but Campbell astounded the pun 
dits by coaching Croatia to the 
1990 Ampol Cup: final and o mer 
torious 1-0 victory over Birkalla Ea 
gles. 

Campbell achieved his instant 
coaching success with an unbeaten 
live game un and followed his en 
try into his new realm of endeavor 
by guiding Croatia through the 
opening five rounds of the Founda- 
tion SA State League undefeated, 

Campbell is enjoying his 
starllingly different role. 

“When you ate out in the mid- 
dle refereeing you must rely on your 
own ability, bu! when you coach, 
you must rely on the abilities of your 
players. 

“I'm enjoying the job and the 
challenge and it's nice to be in- 
volved with a club which has the 
ambition to qualify for the NSL* 

Campbell gives full credit to 
the support accorded fo him by his 


wife Jean and sons Denald and 
Graham. 

The former man in black recalls 
that he had to book his younger 
son Graham during his last official 
game when Grcham was playing 
for lion in the Premier Cup final 
against Hellas. 

Don Campbell was born in 
Glasgow and was chosen in the 
Glasgow Under 14 team which al 
so housed Paddy Crerand and 
Frank Mclintock, 

When a twice broken leg end- 
ed his playing career in Scolland 
he switched lo relereeing. 

‘In Scotland | did as many 
games in one year as | did in eight 
or nine yeats in Austialia,* Camp- 
bell said. 

Campbell ond his clan attived
